Iowa — Cedar Rapids. — Month of April, 1909. Estimated pop- 
ulation, 35,000. Total number of deaths, 27, including 3 from tuber- 
culosis. Cases: Smallpox 2, measles 2, scarlet fever 10, and diph- 
theria 1. 

Massachusetts — Newton. — Month of April, 1909. Estimated 
population, 38,919. Total number of deaths, 39, including diphtheria 
1, measles 1, and 2 from pulmonary tuberculosis. Cases: Diphtheria 
12, scarlet fever 13, enteric fever 3, measles 112, and pulmonary 
tuberculosis 3. 

Minnesota — St. Paul— Month of October, 1908. Estimated pop- 
ulation, 230,000. Total number of deaths reported to the depart- 
ment of health, 151, including diphtheria 1, enteric fever 4, scarlet 
fever 1, whooping cough 3, and 16 from tuberculosis.
